This is a replay of the Hellas-George Cross Buffalo 
Cup semi — with a difference. Paul Trimboli is almost 
certain to be in George Cross’s starting line-up. 

“Young Trimboli scored a couple of goals against Heidelberg 
the other week in a friendly and three against Berwick so he’s 
shown me that he can put the ball in the back of the net,” said 
George Cross coach John Gardiner. 

That’s about as close as you're likely to get to an admission 
from the cagy George Cross supremo that Trimboli, star of the 
national youth team and one of the most talked about young 
strikers in the country, will actually face Hellas, 

Gardiner has to decide between Carl Gilder and Andy Edwards 
for the striking berth alongside Trimboli. He refused to commit 
himself when we phoned him the other day. so we'll have to take a 
stab in the dark and pick Gilder. 

George Cross's strength is in defence and Hellas coach Brian 
Garvey knows that his men will have to be at their best to crack 
the Cross defensive barrier. 

“I'm looking for our players to apply their ability. They didn’t in 
the semi-final and final of the Buffalo Cup but if we are to do well 
then they'll have to play as well as I know they can,” said Garvey. 

“This will be a very, very tight game. The semi-final was like 
that and really, we were lucky to get a goal at the right time.” 

George Cross is a superbly drilled outfit and whether or not the 
Skill and flair of some Hellas players will overcome Cross’s disci- 
pline and organisation remains to be seen. 

Don't be surprised if George Cross’s Steve Richardson resumes 
his central defensive partnership with Shaun Parton while Chris 
Taylor, who played well as sweeper in the Buffalo Cup, moves 
across to the right back spot. 

John Campbelj, who.continues to develop into a fine NSL player, 
probably will be left back. 

The man likely to have the task of Stopping Angie Postecoglou 
from making his customary surges down Hellas's left flank is 
Roger Bain but Don Maclaren will be missing from the George 
Cross midfield due to a hamstring injury that should take at least 
another week to get over. 

Jeff Faulkner and Kevin Innes probably will line up in central 
midfield against Paul Wade and Richard Miranda. Kenny Mur- 
phy, the Hellas and Socceroo midfielder, is slowly reaching peak 
fitness after a knee operation and coach Garvey doesn’t want to 
throw him into the fray too soon. 

George Kalogeros and Stuart Stevenson are vying for the 
berth on the right side of Hellas’s midfield quartet. Garvey 
considered using Stevenson up front with Charlie Egan and 
Danny Wright but decided against it, because “the trouble with 
playing three up front is that they tend to get In each other's 
way.” 

So Hellas and George Cross both will open up in 4-4-2 formation. 

Cross has a visa vacancy that it wants to fill but Gardiner is 
taking his time, sizing up all prospective overseas signings, until he 
Settles on the best possible player. He's going to Scotland at the end 
of June to do a full Scottish FA coaching badge and during his 
absence Jimmy Rooney will be in charge. Maybe Gardiner will 
Spot the man he wants during his time in Scotland. 

George Cross has become renowned as the draw specialist of 
the NSL so a draw here wouldn't surprise,

Only a handful of players 
can claim that they once cost 
over a million pounds sterling 
on the transfer market. Cro- 
atia’s Scottish recruit Ian Wal- 
lace is among that elite band. 

Nottingham Forest paid 
Coventry City 1,250,000 
pounds (approximately 
A$2,900,000 at today’s rate of 
exchange) to acquire his ser- 
vices in July, 1980, yet both 
Glasgow Rangers and Totten- 
ham Hotspur could have ob- 
tained him for nothing a few 
years earlier. 

After representing Scotland 
at junior level, Wallace began 
to attract the attention of pro- 
fessional clubs, notably Clyde- 
bank, Arbroath and 
Dumbarton. He decided to join 
Dumbarton, at the time a 
member of the old Scottish 
First Division, and made his 
debut for the “Sons” at the 
start of the 1974-75 season. A 
teammate was namesake and 
future fellow Australian resi- 
dent Willie Wallace, then at the 
tail-end of a magnificent 
career, 

The younger Wallace made 
only 34 Scottish First Division 
appearances (which produced 
11 goals), but enough to gain 
the notice of several promi- 
nent English clubs. Coventry 
City and Sheffield United were 
particularly keen to sign him 
and, as both declared them- 
selves prepared to pay the 
$175,000 transfer fee Dumbar- 
ton sought, he was free to 
choose between the two. The 
young striker sent himself to 
Coventry. 

Wallace believed that First 
Division Coventry promised 
better prospects than Second 
Division Sheffield United, even 
though it might take longer to 
win a first team place with the 
former. In actuality, he be- 
came a regular in the Sky 
Blues’ senior line-up within 
three months of moving to 
Highfield Road. 

The quicksilver forward

career. 


— despite suffering extensive 
injuries in an horrific car 
crash just before Christmas, 
1976. 

Wallace’s car skidded on a 
patch of black ice and hit a 
tree, sending him head first 
through the windscreen. Facial 
cuts required 76 stitches, but 
far more worrying were a knee 
injury that threatened to end 
his career and severe head- 
aches which haunted him for 
over three months. 

By the commencement of 
the 1977-78 season, though, the 
Scot had been restored to full 
health and spirit. He proceed- 
ed to snatch 20 goals, to be 
equal third highest goalscorer 
in Division One that campaign, 
as Coventry claimed 7th place 
— just one position behind its 
best ever performance. 

This form won a call-up for 
the Scottish senior internation- 
al side. His first cap at this lev- 
el (after earlier representing 
the Scots in youth and under-21 
encounters) came in February, 
1978 against Bulgaria in Glas- 
gow. Coming onto the pitch asa 
substitute, he scored the deci- 
sive goal in a 2-1 win. 

The 1978-79 season brought 
Wallace 15 league goals and 
two further full international 
appearances — against Portu-

tented as he lost both a place in 
the Scottish national squad and 
faith in Coventry's ability to 
win major honors. Reluctantly, 
City agreed to his request to be 
placed upon the transfer list 
and paved the way for that re- 
markable fee to be paid. 


Unfortunately, Wallace 
joined the “Reds” at the wrong 
time. They had just completed 
a most glorious era and were 
now beginning the process of 
decline. 


During his initial few months 
as a Forest player, Wallace ap- 
peared for losing sides in the 
European Champions’ Cup 
first round (against CSKA So- 
fia), European Super Cup 
(against Valencia) and Toyota 
Cup (against Nacional). 


In Wallace’s first three sea- 
sons at the City Ground, he 
scored 33 goals in 107 games 
for what was now a middle of 
the table team (compared with 
57 in 130 with Coventry) and 
finished each as club leading 
scorer. 


It was the 1983-84 campaign 
which saw an alarming “goal 
drought”. A return of just three 
from 27 games promoted For- 
est manager Brian Clough to 


aannet sientan 


astonished to discover that the 
other Brest players spoke only 
French and, rather than they 
learning English, he was ex- 
pected to gain familiarity with 
their language! 

Irrespective of whether or 
not that story is true, the player 
popularly known in English 
professional circles as “Wally” 
was delighted when Sunder- 
land paid an $185,000 transfer 
fee which enabled him to re- 
turn to Britain in January, 
1985. 

Just two months after mov- 
ing back across the English 
Channel, Wallace appeared at 
Wembley Stadium, The occa- 
sion was the final of the Milk 
Cup (now known as the 
Littlewood’s Cup) and Sunder- 


. land suffered a 1-0 defeat by 


Norwich City. 

Between its Wembley date 
and the end of the 1984-85 Eng- 
lish League season, Sunder- 
land played 13 games and won 
only one of them, Wallace's 
form suffered along with his 
relegated club. He scored just 3 
goals in 15 outings. 

When Lawrie McMenemy 
took over the Wearside club in 
July, 1985, he immediately em- 
barked upon a mass clear-out 
involving 14 players, Wallace 
among them. $58,000 was 
sought for the little striker. 
Glasgow Rangers and Birming- 
ham City expressed interest.at 
this price before deciding 
against offering employment. 
In the end, McMenemy had to 
decide between giving him a 
free transfer or continuing 
paying a wage of $1,160 per 
week (half of what he received 
at Nottingham Forest), The 
former course was chosen. 

Portuguese First Division 
club Maritimo was the next 
port of call, but here Wallace 
failed to change his luck and 
left after only a few months. So 
now he is hoping that switch of 
hemisphere will bring 4 switch 
of fortune.

The ASF has been unable to 
substitue tour matches for the 
national team against English 
clubs Nottingham Forest and 
Manchester United, accord- 
ing to executive director Brian 
Emery. 


The Federation's World Cup com- 
mittees convened in Sydney fast 
weekend and faced the withdrawal of 
organiser Westay Promotions’ invita- 
km tion for the Soccervos to compete ina 
focal tournament in May and June. 


Games originally announced for 
Australia against Nottingham Forest in 
Sydney on May 25 and in Melbourne 
against Manchester Jnited on May 27 
have been cancelled. 


Emery said: ‘The tournament to in- 
clude Nottingham Forest, Manchester 
United and Glasgow Celtic will be con- 
fined to Perth and Adelaide. Dates will 
be finalised this week. 


“We could not obtain another game 
| against Everton which plays Australia 
in Melbourne on June 1. 


“They play twice in Auckland and 

there is no room to fit in an additional 

1 match before the Australian party 

leaves on June 4 to compete in the 
President's Cup in Seoul.” 
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“Actually we feel sorry for the pro- 
moters. We know the difficulty with 
the economics of the game but it 
wasn't our job to dissuade them if they 
wished to proceed,” he said. 
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The ASF jis delighted over reports 
that Australia will meet opponents of 
the calibra of the national teams from 
Chile, iierocce, Kuwait and South Ko- 
rea, a3 weil as the Argentine and South 
Korean Olympic t<2ams in Seoul. 


Australian cooris Frank Arok said

and Kalantzis. Marshall 
Soper, another much pub- 
licised name, hardly got 
into the game during his 
45 minutes on the park be- 
fore being replaced. 

One would safely assume 
that without these players 
Olympic would play its reserve 
attacking line, that of Patalis 
and Zervas, with either Kota- 
manidis or Georgiakis joining 
the front liners. One would also 
be safe in offering hefty odds 
against Olympic winning this 
match against the in-form 
Marconi. 

However, most observers, 
myself included, failed to see 
that Olympic does have depth 
in itssplaying staff. Its de- 
fence, with Gary Meier in su- 
perb form, is hard to 
penetrate. I say again that 
there is not the slightest doubt 
in my mind that Meier is the 
safest goalkeeper in the coun- 
try at present. 

Flanked by Dragicevic and 
Spanoudakis, Ratcliffe and Da- 
kos were controlling the centre 
of the defence and Olympic 
was never in trouble against 
Marconi, Phillips led the mid- 
field and was ably supported 
by Kotamanidis and Hantzis, In 
fact the livewire Hantzis was 
the man who won the hearts of 
the large Greek support with 
his performance, 

He scored two goals, one of 
them a real gem only six 
minutes into the match. He 
took possession of the ball on 
the half-way line, ran some 20 
metres unchallenged, then 
speared a left foot drive which 
nestled just inside the far post. 
The shot was against the strong 
wind and from some 28 metres 
out, a Dez Marton special! 

Six minutes from the end, 
Hantzis was quick to exploit a 
misunderstanding between 
James and Wheatley and the 


score was 3-0. 


It is gratifying to have so- 
mone like Hantzis in your side. 
He’s quick, he’s got a hard shot 
and he’s an aggressive tackler 
— all the attributes needed for 
a successful player. But he is 
not the only one, With’stars tak- 
ing a breather here, some say 
due to injuries, others claim 
they were taking an enforced 
nap, Hantzis, Patalis, Spanou- 
dakis, Zérvas, Alexiakis and 
Georgiakis Were given a 
chance and another impres- 
sive performance came from 
Andy Zervas: 

He reminds me of Mark 
Koussas with his explosive 
runs and an enthusiasm un- 
matched by most at Olympic. 
He was at the end of the move 
in the 25th which broke Marco- 
ni’s back. A free kick by Dragi- 
cevic to Phillips saw his cross. 
Many legs missed the ball but 
Zervas was at the end of it to 
face James and score. 

And while Olympic played 
with poise and the assurance of 
a team which knew where it 
was heading, Marconi made 
life difficult with its player po- 
sitioning and method of attack. 

Maxwell was moved to mid- 
field, a deep lying midfield 
role at that, and Gomez, Mason 
and Gray were omitted, leav- 
ing not even a single player 
with hard tackling ability in 
the side. And that’s exactly 
how Marconi played — soft 
and at times attractive — one- 
touch football, but going back- 
ward more often than forward. 

I suspect that Marconi was not 
very interested in the result of 
this match, how else can you 
explain its tactics in this 
match? 

Still, there were $10,000 at 
stake! 

And while Marconi might 
think it peanuts with the start 
of the league looking, Olympic 
could hardly call this prize- 
money big enough to pay some 
of its bills. 

With as many as seven play- 
ers missing from both sides it is 
also difficult to gauge the real 
chances these two sides will 
have in 1987. 

For Hantzis and Zervas this
